more widespread and serious than 
usual. It is an actual “burning” 
of the tender stem of the cotton 
plants by the hot surface soil. 
This condition occurs to some 
extent nearly every year, and is 
usually more serious on sandy 
soils because they. reach a higher 
temperature than heavy soils. This 
year cotton has been favored by 


excellent growing conditions, but , 


the temperature of many soils 
has become high enough to “burn” 
or dry up the stems of the young 
plants at about the soil surface. 
As the plants grow older and 
tougher, damage from this hot 
soil condition should gradually 
lessen.

sion Service, says the system of 
complete noncultivation is very 
new but many growers are inter- 
ested in the results. 
, Only about 50,000 of Califor- 
nia’s 330,000 citrus acres are now 
under the system of no cover crop 
and no tillage. Every grower who 
has tried it has some opinion as 
to its value. In order to make a 
study of the ‘system and keep 
other growers informed, the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service has just 
published a new booklet called 
“Bliminating Tillage in Citrus 
Soil Management.” The authors 
are J. C. Johnston, extension spec- 
jalist in citriculture, and Wallace 
Sullivan, extension specialist in 
farm management. 

Mr. Meith says it is too soon 
to make many definite conclu- 
sions about non-tillage. The most 
important effect noticed so far 
is the improvement in the physi- 
cal condition of the soil, Water 
penetration is improved. It is 
also noted that erosion is lessened, 
because the soil absorbs the water 
more easily and the firm surface 
does not wash as easily as the 
loose plowed soil. The work in- 
-volved in picking loading, and 
hauling fruit, pest control, prun- 
ing, and other operations is easier 
in the weed-free orchards with 
| firm surface soil.

By delaying cotton chopping un- 
til after the first four true leaves 
have appeared, a fair stand of 
plants may be obtained even 
though wireworms have caused 
some early damage. ‘ 


Hogs can satisfactorily use pOo- 
tato meal at the rate of about 
25 per cent of the ration. In a 
recent feed test conducted in Tu- 
lare County, 100 1b, feeder hogs 
which were fed potato meal gain- 
ed 1% pounds per day for 89 
days and consumed 375. 1bs. of 
feed for 100 Ibs. of gain. 


Irrigation of olives should be 
determined by the needs of the 
trees for moisture and not upon 
the stage of the bloom. 


A recent test of the effect of 
gypsum on tight soils showed an 
increase of four times in the rate 
of water penetration after four 


months. 


Irrigated pasture which is get- 
ting ahead of livestock will make 
good quality hay if handled care- 
fully. Windrows should be smal- 
ler than for alfalfa hay in order 
to cure properly. 


Parathion dusts are not proving 
better than TEP for controlling 
spider-mites on deciduous fruit 
trees. For most lasting results use 
parathion in a liquid spray.

The parity equivalent price is 
88.5 per cent of the U.S. average 
parity price of all milk sold by 
farmers at wholesale to plants 
and dealers. The support opera- 
tions will be carried out throug 
offers by the Department to pur- 
chase non-fat dry milk solids, 
when necessary. 

In carrying out any necessary 
support operations, the depart- 
ment will offer to buy in any area 
during 1949 non-fat dry milk 
solids of U. S. extra grade at 12.- 
25 cents per pound for spray type 
solids and 11 cents for roller type 
solids for delivery before Sept- 
ember 1 and at 12.75 cents for 
spray and 11.50 cents for roller 
for delivery on and after Septem- 
ber 1.

Abatement Dist. 
Is Considered 


A discussion of a mosquito 
abatement district to generally 
include the area lying between 
the foothills on the east and Italy 
road on the west and extending 
from the Lindsay area on the 
north to the Tulare county line 
on the south was presented at 
last week’s meeting of the Porter- 
ville chau.ber of commerce by 
Ralph Gunderson, Tulare county 
sanitarian. : 

Mr. Gunderson said that this 
area is now: the only populated 
area in Tulare county not includ- 
ed in a mosquito abatement dis- 
trict. He said that a district could 
be formed by the county board of 
supervisors if 10 per cent of the 
registered voters in the area signi- 
fied a desire for the district by 
petition and that a district board 
could tax up to 30 cents. He esti- 
mated that a tax of 12 cents would 
be required if the district was an- 
nexed to an existing district, pos- 
sibly more to form a separate dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Gunderson stated that he 
was not attempting to push for- 
mation of a district—rather he 
was merely presenting the pro- 
blem from a public health stand- 
point. He pointed out that mos- 
quitos are carriers of the disease, 
sleeping sickness, which, in years 
passed, has caused deaths to sev- 
eral head of horses in the area 
and might attack human beings.

Sulfur Controls 
Peach Silver Mite 


A single application of sulfur 
dust will control the peach silver 
mite advises C. A. Ferris, assis- 
tant farm advisor. Under ideal 
conditions of still air and with 
a good duster, 20 pounds of sulfur 
per acre will give a good control. 

Mr. Ferris recommends thirty 
pounds per acre for airplane ap- 
plications, Or, if a grower is bet- 
ter equipped to spray, he can use 
one-half gallon of liquid lime sul- 
fur plus five pounds of wettable 
sulfur per 100 gallons of water. 

Sulfur dust on the trees will 
irritate the eyes of thinners and 
pickers, Mr. Farris warns. It 
should not be applied within 10 
days of thinning or picking. 

The silver mite is best recogn- 
ized by a silvering of the leaves, 
Since this is seldom noticed before

Citrus Thrip Control 


“THE 


Methods Discussed 


By Fruit Growers Exchange Specialist 


(The following article was pre- 
pared by William Shilling, of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change Pest Control division.) 

Citrus thrips are a problem in 
all citrus groves in Central Cali- 
fornia and in order to produce @ 
good quality fruit a thrips control 
program is necessary each year. 
Control work is chiefly made when 
blossom petals have largely drop- 
ped. 

In many groves that time has 
now arrived and efforts should 
be made by all growers to treat 
promptly. Control measures de- 
layed considerably later than 
petal fall are not nearly as effec- 
tive as treatments applied just 
when the blooms have largely 
dropped. 

Groves having had a spring ap- 
plication of DDT-kerosene or lime 
sulfur should be watched closely 
and given a supplementary treat- 
ment when necessary as should 
the groves which have already 
been treated for the early gener- 
ation of thrips. 

There are several control pro- 
grams available, the choice de- 
pending on previous treatments, 
available equipment, other pests 
present and various other factors. 
The most effective thrips treat- 
ment generally available is DDT. 
However, spray applications of 
DDT in the late spring and early

ion scale build-up. Therefore, dust 
Se of DDT should be pre- 


ferred at this time for control 
where cottony-cushion scale has 
been a problem. 

Where cottony-cushion scale is 
not a consideration DDT may be 
used at the rate of 4 pounds of 
50 per cent wettable material in 
100 gallons of water per acre im- 
mediately following petal fall. 
No more than 100 gallons of ‘wa- 
ter should be used for application 
during this period. 

Two dusts of 100 pounds each 
of 2 per cent DDT-sulfur at a 
two-week enterval starting at pe- 
tal fall have given very satisfac- 
tory thrips control. A sulfur dust 
may be substituted for the second 
treatment. Not more than one 
DDT spray treatment should be 
made in any grove in one year. 

In groves having yellow scale, 
treatments other than DDT should 
be used insofar as is feasible for 
the control of citrus thrips. These 
treatments include the use of sul- 
fur dust, the first preferrable 
before petal fall, the second at 
petal fall with two subsequent 
dusts at two to three week inter- 
vals. Two per cent lime sulfur, 
or tartar emetic or nicotine bait 
sprays at peta] fall can be used. 

A special preparation of saba- 
dilla is being offered by the trade 
this spring for the first time for 
thrips control; this material was 
used in a limited way in both 
Central and Southern California 

\this past summer and fall with 
| satisfactory results. 

Growers who use this material 

/ should follow the manufacturer’s 
| recommendations. Tartar emetic 
should be used only in those groves 
lor districts where thrips have 
not developed resistence to its use. 


Hay Fire Losses 
Can Be Prevented 


Every spring a signiricant num- 
ber of hay stacks are destroyed 
by fire. Even though only part 
'of our first cutting of alfalfa hay 
has reached the stack there have 
already been some losses reported 
this year. Most of these losses can 
be prevented, according to Assis- 
tant Farm Advisor C. L. Pelissier, 

Last year the Agricultural Ex- 
tension service studied the tem- 
perature rise in a chopped hay 
stack that was heating. They 
found that it took 10 days for 
temperature to rise from 180 de- 
grees F. to 220 degrees F. but 
from that point it took only three 
day for fire to develop. There- 
fore, if a stack is opened up at 
180 degrees F. to 200 degrees F., 
fire can be prevented. 

Danger can be detected by 
thrusting a metal pipe into the 
hay stack at several places for 
about 10 minutes. If the hay stack 
is heating the pipe will be hot 
when removed. Then it is high 
time to use a hay thermometer for 
more accurate detail,

Wage Recommended 


A recommended wage of $2.50 
per acre or 70 cents per hour 
where housing is furnished, for 
chopping cotton in clean

Cold Weather 
Kills Fig Scale 


Dr. B. M. Stafford of the Divi- 
sion of Entomology of the Univer- 
sity of California and Mr. Dwight 
Barnes of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture have found that he 
past cold weather has killed more 
than six times the usual number 
of fig scale. 

In mild winters about five per 
cent of the scale that are count- 
ed on branches of fig trees will be 
found dead. Last winter thirty- 
two per cent of the scales cbunt- 
ed in the Fresno district were 
not alive. 

According to Karl Opitz, Tu- 
lare County Assistant Farm Ad- 
visor, dormant oil sprays applied 
during the past winter for control 
of ‘the Mediterranean fig scale 
should be somewhat more effec- 
tive in holding down the scale 
population this season. : 

The alternate freezing and 
thawing should have helped to 
gain more effective control by 
loosening the scale from the bark 
and permitted better spray pene- 
tration.

These tendencies indicate a 
weakening in demand for food pro- 
ducts. They may partly explain 


declines in farmers’. prices since 


last summer. 

Downward pressure on food 
prices also has developed from 
increased supplies of many items. 
These increases come from: 1; 
The big crops of 1948; 2. A 
greater reluctance on the part of 
processors and _ traders: to hold 
storage stocks built up: earlier or 
to accumulate larger stocks; this 
tends to increase consumer SUDs 
Plies. 

Weaker demand for food pro- 
ducts means that consumers will 
take a smaller quantity if prices 
stay up. They will take the same 
amount only if prices fall. In 
either case, of course, the amount 
of money consumers spend for food 
will be smaller. 

We do-not as yet have enough 
information to be able to say 
definitely that demand for food 
has weakened. Proof or disproof 
must await more complete data. 
But the figures we have now in- 
dicate that this is the way the 
wind is blowing.
